President 
Roosevelt 
Delays 
Appointment of McCarl 
Successor Two Weeks. 


Late Flashes 


W ashington, July I (AP). — Ap­ 
pointment, of a successor to Comp­ 
troller General John R. McCarl was 
deferred by President Roosevelt for 
at least two weeks. 
M cCarls term of office expired 
last midnight. 
R ichard N. Elliott, 
first assistant in the general ac­ 
counting office, will serve as acting 
head of the comptroller general’s 
office for the time being. 
The likelihood th at McCarl would 
be drafted immediately into the 
service of a senate committee on 
governmental 
reorganization 
grew 
Tuesday night. 
Chairm an Byrd, 
democrat, Virginia of the com m it­ 
tee said he was ‘•extremely gratified 
at the willingness of McCarl to as­ 
sist us.11 
"No man in public life,” he added, 
- “is better qualified to aid in this 
im portant work.” 
McCarl spent most of his last day j 
in office in saying goodbye to his 
| hundreds of employes. 
He shook 
hands and thanked them for their 
j "fine co-operation” as they stream ed 
past his desk until late afternoon. 
The 
w hite-thatched 
Scot, 
who 
has passed on tile expenditure of 
billions of dollars of public funds, 
said he was “deeply interested” in 
the efforts of the senate committee 
to work out a more economical set­ 
up of government agencies. 
Byrd said the committee probably 
would meet within a few weeks to 
consider how McCarl’s services could 
best be used. 
He also announced 
th at questionnaires have been sent 
to each establishm ent to find out 
the num ber of its employes, its 
functions, and its cost of operation. 
"W ith forty new agencies of the 
government established in the last 
three years,” Byrd said, “one of our 
main 
obectives 
will 
be 
to 
con­ 
solidate and reduce these em ergen­ 
cy departm ents.” 
In the only press conference he 
has ever held, McCarl Monday crit­ 
icized the emergency agencies as 
loosely and extravagantly set up” 
and "tax consuming in the extreme.”
